EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 75-3 

LIMITATION ON' OFF-ISLAND TRAVEL 

WHEREAS, Section 6 of the Organic Act of Guam provides 

that the Governor shall have general supervision and control of 

all the departments, bureaus, agencies and other instrumentalities 

of the Executive Branch of the Government of Guam; and 

WHEREAS, Sections 6610.8 and 6610.9 specifically set 

forth the Governor's authority to regulate travel at government 

expense by members of such departments, bureaus, agencies and 

instrumentalities; and 

11/HEREAS, due to the current financial situation of the 

·Government of Guam, it is in the best interest of the people of 

Guam that such tr�vel -3.t govf?rnm'=nt expens� be 

under extraordinary circumstances; 

NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the 
_
authority vested in 

me by the Organic Act of Guam, as amended, it is hereby ordered 

as follows: 

(1) No member or employee of any department, bureau, 

agency or other instrumentality of the Executive Branch of 

the Government of Guam shall engage in any travel at 

government expense without the written approval of the 

Governor of Guam. 

(2) The departments, bureaus,'agencies and other 

instrumentalities within the purview of Section (1) of this 

Order shall include, but not be limited to, the 

Departments of-Administration, Agriculture, Commerce, 

Corrections, Education, .Labor, Land Management, Law, 

Library and Huseum, Parks and Recreation, Public Health 

and Social Services, Public Safety, Public Works, and 
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Revenue and Taxation; the Office of the Governor; the 

Office of the Gonsumer Counsel; and the Public Utility 

Agency of Guam, the Commercial Port of Guam, the Guam 

Power Authority, the Guam Telecommunications Corporation, 

the Election Commission, the. Guam Transit Authority, 

Guam Memorial Hospital, the Guam Housing and Urban Renewal 

Authority, the Guam Economic Development Authority, the 

Guam Environmental Protection Agency, the Guam Housing 

Corporation, the Guam Telephone Authority, the University 

of Guam, the Civil Service Commission and the Gua;n 

Visitors Bureau. 

(3) The restriction in section (l) of this Order 

shall not apply to transportation to and from the point of 

recruitment guaranteed employees hired from off-island by 

contract. 

(4) This Order shall be effective upon signature by 

the GovP.rno:r.
